Purcell, Ok., Aug. 24.—.While 3,000 
men, women 
and 
children 
shouted 
their approval, Pete Carter, a negro 
who had previously been captured by 
three members of his own race and 
identified as the man who last night 
attacked Airs. Minnie Spraggins, wife 
of a farmer, was burned to death in 
the main street 
of 
Purcell 
at 
5 
o clock this afternoon. Deputy (Sher- 1 
iff Hayes and 
Undersheriff 
Farris. I 
who attempted to rescue the negro ! 
from the crowd, were overpowered 
and locked in the court house. 
Mrs. Spraggins was assaulted while 
alone in her home one mile south of I 
'i^ircell. After the deed the negro 
set fire to the Spraggins home. Mrs. 
Spraggins 
husband saw the flames 
while working in the field and rush­ 
ed into the house in time to res­ 
cue his wife. She declared Carter, 
who formerly worked on the Sprag­ 
gins farm, had attacked her. Officers 
went to C arter’s home and arrested 
him. He was turned over to a con­ 
stable, but on the way to jail escap­ 
ed. When it became known the negro 
was free farm ers of the neighborhood 
organized and prosecuted an unsuc­ 
cessful all-night search. 
The negro w as caught near the Ok- ' 
lahoma Central railway station, ap- ■ 
parently making plans to leave Pur­ 
cell. He was found hiding under a 
box car by 'Highly Henry, negro jan­ 
itor of the McClain county court­ 
ly tf se, who, with two other negroes, 
had armed himself and was search­ 
ing for the criminal. 
When C arter was found he started 


to run 
but was caught by Henry. 
'hen he started fighting, 
and 
for 
more than fifteen minutes the four 
lacks fought a vicious battle near 
the station. C arter finally was pin­ 
ioned and marched trium phantly back 
between his captors 
to 
the 
main 
street of Purcell. 


The sight of the four bloody ne­ 
groes was sufficient to start the for­ 
mation of a mob which swelled mo­ 
mently until, before 
the 
fire 
was 
s arted 3,000 were gathered. The news 
spread over this entire section of the 
country and motor cars loaded with 
men, women and young girls were Un 
Up a,onS the street, their occu­ 
pants eager as for the opening of a 
Theatrical performance. 


Turn that negro over to me,” said 
a tall farmer, who suddenly seemed 
to assume command of the crowd. 
The janitor and 
his 
two 
aides 
obeyed, (a rte r was taken across the 
street and in an instant many men 


and boys were gathering fuel and 
placing it about his 
feet. 
At 
this 
juncture Deputy Sheriff Hayes and 
Undersheriff 
Farris 
arrived 
and 


pleaded with the mob to turn the 
prisoner over to them. 
‘ Men of Purcell, if you lynch this 
man it will be the darkest blot on 


you rselves and the town of Purcell 
that any town ever experienced.” 
T hat’s all right, sheriff,” shouted 
one of the mob, “but we must pro­ 
tect our wives and daughters from 
black hounds.” 
1 
The sheriff pleaded with the mob, 
saying the negro would be given an 
instant trial and that there would 
be no chance for him to escape. Aft­ 
er the sheriff had concluded the offi­ 
cers were led to the court house, pre­ 
sumably to confer with some of the 
leaders. As they entered a room in 
the building the key was turned in 
the lock and officers were held pris­ 
oners until the negro was dead. 
As soon as the sheriff and his as- 
jsistants had been locked up the ne­ 
gro was led out and placed on an oil 
soaked heap built around a telephone 
pole. He was tied to the pole and the 
torch applied. After the flames died 
down the crowd 
slowly 
dispersed. 
The negro’s body was burned to a 
crisp. 
’Mrs. Spraggins, who is not expect­ 
ed to live, said C arter entered her 
home and struck her on the head 
with a gaspipe, beating her until she 
w as unconscious. An 
old 
m attress 
was torn up and scattered over her 
body. After the negro had set the 
m attress on fire, he fled. 
As 
tMrs. 
Spraggins was crawling 
from 
the 
fire the negro reappeared and again 
struck here with the pipe, breaking 


her jaw and beating her badly. Her 
husband, rushing to the house, res­ 
cued his wife, unconscious. In a few 
minutes more she would have been 
dead.

BOOTE OF S M BOHI) 


Oklahoma City, Ok., Aug. 25.--AVith 
the return to headquarters of Sidney 
Suggs, state highway commissioner, 
announcement is made that the Den­ 
ison-Sulphur highway to connect with 
the main north and south interstate 
Postal highway, will be finder con­ 
struction soon after State Engineer 
Coit is able to locate the route defi­ 
nitely. 
In a general way the road will 
cross at Red River over the proposed 
new Denison bridge, a short distance 
east ot the ‘Missouri, 
Kansas 
and 
Texas 
and 
Frisco 
bridge, 
pass 
through Colbert and Northwest, some 
distance west of 'Durant. The high­ 
way will pass the locality known as 
iRobbers’ Roost, which secured liber­ 
al mention during the inquiry one 
year ago by the congressional com­ 
mittee 
investigating 
the 
so-called 
Gore charges, and will reach Mil­ 
burn in Johnson county across what 
is locally 
known 
as 
‘'twelve-mile 
prairie," to Mill Creek and Sulphur, 
where it connects 
with 
the 
main 
highway. The 
main 
highway 
from 
there goes south to the Murray-Cart- 
er county line, through “the gap” of 
the Arbuckles. 
The Denison road will follow the 
divide in its course through old Bel­ 
ton on Blue River, and Engineer Coit 
believes the grades can be reduced 
to an average of I 1-2 per cent. In 
so doing the route will be kept away 
from valleys. 
The edpartment 
is 
preparing 
to 
have representatives at the Interna­ 
tional Good Roads Association meet­ 
ing in Chicago Sept. 18 to 
Oct. 
I, 
•when ground work will be laid for 
securing aid from the general gov 
eminent. iW. R. Goit, state engineer 
of the highway department, is also 
president of the Oklahoma good roads 
association. Oklahoma City has been 
asked to name IOO delegates to Che 
meeting, and a like request will be 
made of the governor for the state. 
County associations can only have 
themselves represented there through 
the state association. 
In a general way, the national or­ 
ganization will ask the government to 
aid the states by cash contributions 
for good road purposes, equal to the 
amount the people spend, and while 
they do not care from whence the 
money comes, (think the proposition 
will be to divide the river and harbor 
appropriation. This will be followed 
in Oklahoma by application to the 
legislature for a state appropriation 
to be based 
upon 
the 
amount 
of 
taxes a county pays.
